November 16.—(Spe- 
elal.)—With a quota of $1,500,000, 
Georgia bankers today subscribed 
Over a million dollars to the cap- 


ital stock of the Federal Interna- 
tional Banking company, a corpora- 
tion to financially expedite the ex- 
portation of southern products, at 
a meeting held at the Hotel Demp- 
@ey today. 
- Representatives of 165 banks, 
out of a total of 848 banks in the 
atate, subscribed a total of $1,088,- 
600, of which $824,950 is- definitely 
eubscribed and $253,550 is subscrib- 
ed subject to the approval of the 
poard of directors of the individual 
banks. Seventy-three counties were 
mepresented afathe meeting and 
' @bout ninety bikers were pres- 
-ent, subscrib 8 Maer cent or more 
of the capital QQ wurpivs stock of 
their banks. — 

While $6,000,000 is set as the cap- 
ital stock of the company at the 
date of organization, officials stated 
at the meeting that from §10,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000 would probably be 

subscribed at the beginning of the 
drive in the twelve southern states. 
Twenty-five per cent of the sub- 
scriptions are payable upon De-

Solicitor Garrett Quoted 
as Saying That He Ex- 
pects Several Arrests 
Will Result From Case. 


The second exhumation of the 
body of Frederick D. Shepard, ex- 
humed for the first time on Novem- 
ber 6, is confidently expected as the 
next and not far distant step in the 
dramatic investigation of the alleg- 
ed poisoning of the millionaire fruit 
grower of Fort Valley, preparatory 
to analysis by an expert pathologist 
who will determine from the vital 
organs whether or not their condi- 
tinn is the result of poison originat- 
ing from an external or internal 
source. 

From hints given out in At- 
lanta on Tuesday the second ex- 
humation is expected within the 
week. The fact that pathologists 
require the entire viscera for their 
tests and the knowledge that only a 
portion of Shepard’s viscera was re- 
moved on November 6 clearly indi- 
cates that the body must be removed 
once again before.scientific reports 
can be completed. 


Dr. Funke Engaged. 

The first formal statement rela- 
tive to the findings of Dr. Edgar 
Everhart, who conducted the chem- 
ical analyses, came Tuesday morn- 
ing in a statement of Solicitor Gen- 
eral Charles H. Garrett from Ma- 
con. According to dispatches Solic- 
itor Garrett said in substance that 
Dr. John Funke, Atlanta pathologist, 
diagnostician and physiologist, 
would examine the viscera of Shep- 
ard to determine how poison might 
have been taken into the body. “It 
is Dr. Funke’s work to determine 
how poison might have been taken. 
He will examine the esophagus and 
tell’ whether the effects of the poi- 
son are showt there.” — 

Throughout \the intestigation of | 
the case it has been well understood 
that the esophagus of Shepard's 
body had not peen brought to At- 
jlanta, If the examination mention- 
ed by Solicitor Garrett is to be 
made 4 second exhumation must 
take place.

1 MEN TRAPPED. 


Y FIRE IN MINE 


Flames Raging Near the 
Opening of the Kentucky 
Mine and Men Are Prob- 
ably Doomed. 


Earlington, Ky., November 16.— 
Fire near the opening of the Arnold 
mine, one mile east of here, has en- 
trapped sixteen men and, with the 
conflagration growing in extent, lit- 
tle hope is held of rescuing them. 

The fire, discovered late today, 
originated from defective electric 
wiring in a room near the opening 
and quickly spread. The mine is a 
drift mine with no shafts, making 
rescue possible only through the one 
opening. The fire could be heard 
blazing under the ground and smoke 
was pouring forth In large volumes. 

The.men entrapped, consisting of 
three white and thirteen negroes, 
were three miles back from the en- 
trance and it was feared they would 
suffocate from the thick smoke. Any 
attempt at rescue thus far was 
without result and an effort was 
being made to reverse the air 
through the air shaft, thus keeping 
the smoke from the miners. 

The mine is owned by the 5St. 
Bernard Coal company of Evans- 
ville, Ind. A call was sent to Evans- 


ville for the mine rescue car there, 


bat the car is at Winslow, Ind., too 


far from the fire to be taken there 
in time for use. ‘ 
At 9 o’clock tonight when the fire 


Thad been raging almost seven hours, 


the mine officials held little hope 
of rescuing the entombed miners 
alive.’ It was feared that they al- 
ready had suffocated. 

The rescue workers, however, €X- 
pressed the hope that the men might 
still be alive if they were able to 
barricade themselves against the 
flames and smoke and get some of 
the air being forced through an 
emergency pipe from compressors to 
the imperilled men.

Torres Made Special Plea 
That Harding Be Pres- 
ent at Obregon’s Inaugu-, 
ration—Harding Leaves 
for New Orleans Today.

Should he accept, his visit will be 
limited to a shorttrip at Vera Cruz 
on his way from New Orleans to 
the canal zone. He has been asked 
to g0 “into Mexico City, but is un- 
derstood to consider s0 extensive a 
trip impossible because of engage- 
ments elsewhere. 

The invitation- was brought to 
Brownsville by Elias L. Torres, who 
said that in urging its déceptance 
he spoke both for the Mexican for- 
eign office and for Genera] Alvaro 
Obregon, the Mexican president- 
elect. In an hour’s conference with 
the seantor, who is spending here 
the last day of his Texas vacation, 
Mr. Torres made a special plea that 
the seantor be present at Obregon’s 
inauguration in the Mexican capital 
on November 30. ; 

Mr. Harding is represented by his 
friends as weighing~carefully two 
considerations before making a de- 
cision. It is declared that he is 
anxious to take every step to ce- 
ment relations between the two re- 
publics, but. that, on the other hand,

Before resuming payment on mes- 
sages, the state department desires 
to have the right of rebate fixed 
as a principle governing all future 
business with the company. 

Feeling Over Cable. 

There has been considerable feel- 
ing on the part of the Western 
Union because of the failure of 
the state department to permit the 
landing of a cablé on the Florida 
coast connecting at Barbadoes with 
a British cable from South Amer- 
ica. 


Several months ago the Western 


Union appiled for dn executive per- 
mit to land the cable at Miami, but 
the state department was said to 
have demanded a copy of the con- 
tract between the Western Union 
and the British company owning the 
connecting South American cable 
line, The copy was not forthcom- 
ing, according to state department 
officers, and the permit was with- 
held. 

Later a British cable ship which 
had been chartered to lay the cable 
was ordered to Miami. At the sug- 
gestion of the state department, the 
navy department sent destroyers to 
the Florida port to keep the British 
ship outside the three mile limit.

| UW ISEXPLANED 


The Various Problems, 


Brought Up by “Blue 
Law” Statute, Are Dis- 
cussed at Meeting Held 
Tuesday. 


An important session of the 


held Tuesday in the offices of Sec- 
retary of State S. Guyt McLendon, 
with a large number of investment 
bankers present to discuss in an 
informal manner the effect of the 
new securities law on dealers in 
high class securities. The follow- 
ing report of the session was made 
by Chief Investigator Thomas B. 
Connor: 

“Chairman McLendon opened the 
meeting by assuring those present 
that the securities commission 
would not construe the law in such 
a way as to thwart legitimate busi- 
ness, but only to put a check on 
the promoter who had nothing but 
fancy-colored paper to sell. Rich- 
ard N. Armstrong, representing 
ie cromy L. Doherty & Co. of New 
York, declared that his company 
| welcomed the enactment of strin- 
gent “blue sky” laws. He said that 
it had been their experience in 
every event that the enforcement 


of such laws helped their busi- 
ness, 


Urges Specific Case. 

“General Clifford Anderson, rep- 
resenting the Trust Company of 
Georgia, raised the question as to 
whether the law required the at- 
tachment of paper secured by real 
estate to the mortgage in every 
event. He declared that it was 
a physical impossibility to require 
that and that*a great many loans 


on real estate for the purpose of 
its improvement would be made 
impossible if such a requirement 
were insisted on. The chairman re- 
Quested that General Anderson 
would bring @ specific case before 
the cémmission at his earliest op- 
Portunity so that the argument 
might be fully heara and the issue 
-_<~ on, 

“The, next question taken up wa 
whether the section eliminating 
Stocks quoted on the big exchanges 
in & paper of general circulation 
in Georgia should be limited to the 
quotations from Georgia papers. 
Several of the investment bankers 
suggested that the quotations from 
The New York Times, Wall Street 
Journal and Fnancial Chronicle 
Should be allowed. It was the 
opinion of Attorney General Denny 
that the two last named papers 
were eliminated because he held 
them to be trade journals and not 
Strictly newspapers within the 
meaning of the law.

The wave of radicalism that 
has gripped the west like an 
octopus is rapidly giving away 
to reason, even among™“the great 
throng of foreign-born who 
constitute a formidable percent- 
age of the northwestern agri- 
cultural masses. The non-partisan 
league of which North Dakota has 
been the storm center has been 
almost completely routed all 
way from Minnesota to Puget 
Sound, the organization Nanging on 
and only by a thread in North Da- 
kota alone. 

Absorbing, as it has, in all sec- 
tions where it has found feeding 
Pastures the socialists as a party. 
and while the North Dakota fusion 
gave Harding a majority of more 
than 2@ hundred thousand votes, it 
was enabled to elect Frazier, the 
non-partisan candidate for gov- 
ernor, by less ‘than five thousand 
majority over the independent can- 
didate, Who was supported by the 
democrats. Had Frazier evene main- 
tained his percentage of two years 
ago he would have been elected by 
sixty thousand majority. 

The analysis of this is that the 
old non-partisan followers desert- 
ed their state machine and the re- 
publicans refused to support it. The 
next election in North Dakota will 
unquestionably, therefore, go demo- 
cratic on state issues, with the 
league breathing its last gasp in 
the very cradle of its birth. In 
Montana, Minnesota, Idaho and 
Washington the league was put to 
complete rout in the recent elec- 
tion. This fact alone has strength- 
ened business conditions and made 
hopeful and even optimistic the 
conservation element which repre- 
sent the better classes of both pro- 
ducers and consumers.

Street Car Situation. 


Regarding the improvement in the 
street car service the statement 
reads as follows: 

“Of the 27 additional cars now un- 
der order, four are intended to be 
used on the Atlanta Northern Rail- 
way company. We hoped to usé 
six more of them in replacing six 
cars now in service which are about 
worn out. This would leave seven- 
teen cars which could be used in 
providing additional service, but at 
least two of these would be required 
as spare cars to replace cars tem- 
porarily undergoing repairs, leaving 
only fifteen cars, therefore, avail- 
able for additional service. 

“If the cars in service are to be 
increased 20 per cent, this would re- 
quire 63 motor cars additional to 
those now being operated. The ad- 
ditional trailers required for the De- 
catur line would be seven, and the 
trailers required for the College 
Park line would be sixteen. 

“The total number of cars, there- 
fore, necessary to be added in or- 
der to provide 20 per cent additional 
Service is 86. The cars that we have 
and will have available for this pur- 
pose amount to 35, leaving cars nec- 
essary to be obtained, which we 
haven’t got, 51. 

“Of this number there would be 
required 28 new motor cars and 23 
addittonal trailer cars. We esti- 
mate that the cost of these new 
cars would be approximately $11,500 
$5,000 for 
each trailer car, making the total 
estimated cost of the additional 
cars which would be required to 
provide 20 per cent additional serv- 
ice over and above the cars now 
owned by us and now under order, 
$437,000. 

“This would be the estimated cost 
of the additional cars alone. It is 
necessary to house the cars, and the 
car barn space we now have is al- 
ready fully occupied. It would 
therefore be necessary to acquire 
the necessary land, install the nec- 
essary barn tracks, and construct a 
barn, and it is estimated the cost 
for this purpose would be something 
like $125.000.” 

The contention is then made in the 
report that in consideration of the 
financial strength of the company 
capital to make possible the 20 per 
cent improvements cannot be ob- 
tained, and the commission is asked 
to modify its order. 

The rebuilding of the new trans- 
mission line *' between Gainesville 
and Winder is now in progress, the 
Statement says, at an estimated cost 
of $82,400. This project will be com- 
pleted in about ninety days. The 
report suggests that a survey of the 
street car system in Atlanta be 
made, so that additional service may 
be placed where required without 
making a general increase through- 
out the city.

Dr. Funke Non-committal. 

Despite the Macon dispatches, 
which purport to quote Solicitor 
Garrett as definitely stating that 
Dr. Funke will make the analyses 
referred to, on Tuesday afternoon 
the doctor adhered to the statement 
published Sy The Constitution Tues- 
day morning, that “I have no defi- 
nite connection with the case at 
present, but have nothing further 
to say.” 

It had been predicted that full 
reports from Dr. EverMart and Dr. 
Funke, should the latter act in the 
case, would be rendered the coro- 
ner’s jury ordered to convene in 
Fort Valley on Friday, at which 
time’ Mrs. F. Eugene Elmer, former 
wife of Shepard, would also be 
present. as a witness. To those fa- 
miliar with the case this plan of 
proceedure appeared impossible 
Tuesday night when interviewed, in 
view of the fat that the path- 
ologist could not complete his in- 
vestigations within so short a pe- 
riod. Consequently, the possibility 
of the postponement of the meet- 
ing of the jury was suggested. L. 
P. Whitfield, detective in charge, 
left Atlanta for Macon Tuesday 
night to confer with Solicitor Gar- 
rett. : 

Solicitor Garrett is quoted as 
having said while in Atlanta on 
Monday that the psychological time 
for the making of arrests has not 
yet arrived, but that he expects to 
make several arrests and that there 
will be. “great weeping and wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth” before 
the investigation is Over.

largest counties. | 

Fulton county has more than 
twice as many. people living within 
its borders as its nearest rival, 
Chatham, according to the figures, 
while the latter leads Bibb by 28,- 
728. Fulton leads Laurens, the low- 
est of the “big eight,” by 192,001, 
while it falls shy by only 2,423 of 
being larger than the combined pop- 
ulation of Chatham, Bibb and Rich- 
mond, the next three ranking coun- 
ties. 

With an increase of 54,876 over its 
1910 census, Fulton also leads the 
eight largest counties, with Chat- 
ham 20,342, DeKalb 16,170, Musco-

Faint lozenges of light come from 
the'little barred windows that mark 
each tier. The entrance is an

Wool and silk are slow heat con- 
ductors; cotton and linen are fast 
heat conductors. Wool or silk or 
both combined conserve the vasomo- 
tor function. There we go—always 
have to spoil good work by drag- 
ging in some utterly meaningless 
medical term. [It merely betrays 
the writer’s incapacity. But words 
always do that. 

The vasomotor portion of the in- 
voluntary nervous system, with a 
controlling center in the brain, 
regulates the distribution of the 
blood. If these busy nerves slept 
at the switch one would just freeze 
to death every time one went out- 
doors on a cold day or indulged in 
a cool bath. They are the warm- 
ing-up neryes, and also the cool- 
ing-off nerves, but the warming- 
up function is positive and the 
cooling-off is merely negative. 

Think of the tremendous strain 
the so-called civilized, and particu- 
larly the mollycoddled life, places 
upon the vasomotors! Scores of 
times daily we plunge suddenly 
from a tank filled with respiratory 
fluid at a temperature of, say, 
Seventy to seventy-five or even 
eighty degrees if we are badly cod- 
dled, out into the open sea of air at 
perhaps 40 or .20 degrees. Then in a 
little while suddenly back into the 
hot tank again, and so on ad finite 
um We need  yprotection, not 
against colds but against the ter- 
rific gymnatic strain on the v@so- 
motor nerves. In woo! or silk or 
both combined we have it in a form 
second only to the hairy coat we 
wore before we adopted the civil- 
ized or mollycoddle life. 

Now, girls, do not throw the pa- 
per down in disgust. You needn't 
wear those famous flannels of 
grandpa’s time. In fact, I warn 
you against any tightly woven ma- 
terlal; the artificial skin or under- 
wear should be light and porous, 
not air or water-proof. For ex- 
ample, so-called fleece-lined ma- 
terial is an abomination for any- 
one to wear. Wear ‘em as light as 
you wish, but let ’em be wool or 
silk or both, and knitted, not woven. 
And stockings of similar material.

Lemon Juice, 

My husband has been told that 
lemon juice taken in large doses 
will cure rheumatism. Will it cause 
emaciation, Will it thin the blood, 
(Mrs. T. B.) 

ANSWER—Your husband appar- 
ently enjoys fairy stories. Lemon 
juice will not cause ematiation or 
thin the blood, and probably will 
do no harm, though I know of no 
joint disease which it would be 
likely to cure. 

Milk and— 

Please tell me something one can 
take with milk so that the milk will 
not cause constipation. (L. M. &) 

ANSWER—Milk does not cause 
constipation. Take baked apples, 
wheat bran, whole wheat (as it 
comes from the threshing machine), 
or any fruit or undenaturized cerea} 
with the milk. The idea that milk 
is “binding” arises from the fact 
that an exclusive milk dlet leaves 
little unabsorbed residue in the in- 
testine.

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Increase in California, 
Oregon and Washington 
Slowing Up—Japs Near- 
ly Half of Hawaiian Pop- 
ulation. 


Washington, November 16.—The 
Japanese population of the three 
Pacific states—California, Oregon 
and Washington—has increased at a 
lower rate since 1910 than it did 
between 1900 and 1910, figures an- 
nounced today by the census bureau 
showed. In Hawali, however, there 
was a decided increase and nearly 
half the total population of the 
islands is made up of Japanese. 

The number of Japanese women in 
the three Pacific coast states and in 
Hawaii showed heavy gain over 
1910 figures, both in totals and in 
relation t@ the number of male 
Japanese. 

California, with a total population 
of 3,426,861, showed a Japanese popu- 
lation of 70,196, an increase of 28,- 
840 or 69.7 per cent since 1910, com- 
pared with a Japanese total in 1910 
of 41,356, which was an increase over 
1900. of 31,205. The Japanese popu- 
lation in 1910 constituted 1.7 per 
cent of the total population, com- 
pared with 2 per cent this year. 

In Hawaii, the total population 
of all races is 255,912, of which 109.,- 
.269 are Japanese. The increase in 
Japanese since 1910 is 29,594, or 37.1 
per cent, compared. with 18,564, or 
30.4 per cent during the preceding 
decade. 

Japanese number 17,114 in Wash- 
ington out of a total population of 
1,356,621, a gain of 4,114 during the 
decade, or 32.4 per cent. Between 
1900 and 1910 the Japanese popula- 
tion in Washington increased 7,812, 
or 130.2 per cent. 

Japanese in Oregon when this 
years census was taken totalled 
4,022 of a total population of 783,389. 
This was an increase of 604, or 17.7 
per cent—half the rate of increase 
for the 1900-1910 decade. 

The census bureau’s figures dis- 
closed that on the Pacific coast, 
where females constituted not more 
than 6 per cent of the Japanese 
population in any state twenty years 
ago, women now make up 36.8 per 
cent of the Japanese total in Cali- 
fornia, 34.7 per cent in Washington 
and 32.3 per cent in, Oregon. In 
Hawaii the ratio of Japanese women 
to men has nearly doubled sinée 


1900 and now is 42.7 per cent fe- 
males.

Olate nations under supervision of 
the Jewish people of the United 
States. 

“Ninety per cent of the people of 
Poland ara roaming through the 
towns and cities, for there are no 
industries and they can find no 
work—half-naked, barefoot, cold, 
filthy and starving,” Mr. Gershone 
went on. “There are no children 
under 5 years of age in Poland, 
all of them having died fro cold, 
Starvation and lack of care.\ Many 
of the older children are dying of 
tuberculosis. In the winter many 
will starve, for they are unable to 
get wood or coal, and many of them 
are without shelter.” ; 

“As I walked through the streets 
of Warsaw I was besieged by men, 
women and children, who begged 
me to give them food, clothing, 
shoes or anything that would re- 
lieve their suffering. I dug into my 
pockets and gave to these unfor- 
tunates until my funds were ex- 
hausted,” 

Mr. Gershone visited Kobryn, the 
town of his birthplace and early 
youth, but found it scarcely rec- 
ognizable. 

The relief committee of which 
Mr. Gershone was a member carried 
to Poland more: than $100,000 in 
American money sent by private 
citizens to relatives in Kobryn and 
surrounding towns. They also had 
$12,500 for others who had no rela- 
tives in this country. “This was 
distributed in Kobryn,” Mr. Ger- 
shone said, “and I know that the 
committee saved many hundreds of 
lives with these funds. All the as- 
sistance the poor sufferers. get is 
through the American Red Cross 
and the Joint Distribution commit- 
tee. The Red Cross has branches 
in all Polish cities, and the com- 
mittee has established orphans’ 
homes, old age homes, hospitals, 
schools and kitchens, where soup 
is served twice dailv to children and 
bread to adults. The suffering is 
so terrible, however, that the com- 
bined heln of these organizations js 
not enough to care for one-fourth 
of those who need relief.”

RUSSIAN CONCESSIONS 


SECURED BY VANDERLIP 


Stockholm, November 16.—W. D. 
Vanderlip, of California, who has 
been in Russia seeking concessions 


for a western syndicate, and has re- 
‘cently arrived here, issued a state- 


ment today denying the intimation 
that he had been in Moscow at the 


, instigation of Senator Warren G. 
|Harding in an endeavor to bring 
|about recognition of Russia by the 
‘United States. 


“T came to Russia for commercial 
nurposes,”’ he declared, “and I have 
succeeded in my efforts.” 

Mr. Vanderlip announced he leased 
for sixty years in |behalf of the syn- 
dicate 400,000 square miles of Rus- 
sian territory and' that he had made 
other extensive contracts. With re- 
spect to these he said: 

“T have obtained an agreement 
whereby the Russian government 
will purchase in America in three 
years three billion dollars’ worth 
of merchandise offering in payment 
therefor gold, platinum, furs, oil, 
products, manganese, copper, tim- 
ber, pulp wood, flax, hides, grain 
and other raw material, great quan-| 
tities of which are already for im- 
mediate shipment.
